All of this testimony tended to show that the |
contraotor owed Van Alstine §760 for hauling
mail and that be had exhausted every
method In the way of persuasion before he
restored to legal proceedings. The testi-
mony also showed that when Van Alstine at-
tached the mall wagon last Baturday, it
was standiog in & barn, and was not being
used in conveying the mall, consequently
the commissioner could mot hold that the
sooused hindered or delaved the transmis-

sion of a single plece of mall matter. Go-
ing farther into the osas the commlissioner
could not discover where Van Alstine oon- |
spired against the government when he |
tried to collect a debt that was owlng him |
by &4 government coptractor.

Aftor llstening to all of the testimony in
the case, Commissioner Anderson released
Van Alstine, which action still left the mall |
wagon ln his undisputed possesslon. The

NEBRASKA CITY'S BONUS BONDS,

Jadge Munger Hears a Sult Concern=-
ing an Alleged Irregular Insue,
The time of Judge M nger of the United
States court is belng mynopolized by the
hearing ot the case of John Martin Clapp,
an eastern bond buyer, against Otoe county,
this state. The origin of the sult dates back
to 1886, at which time the Missour! Pacific
rallroad ran around Nebraska Clty, leaving
the town some six miles from the malin line

of the road.

Along In 1888 the residents of Nebrasks
City conecluded that it would be & good thing
to have the Missourl Pacific in their town
and consequently they held a meeting with
the ofclals, who promised that If right-of-

! way and depot grounds could be secured

without cost to the company the road would !
be run into their town. A committee com-
prising elghty of the citizens of the town
was appointed and they went to work to!
eecure the right-of-way and the depot
grounds. They had to expend conslderable
money and late in the fall of 1886 an elec-
tion was held for the purpose of voting

bonde in the sum of $30,000, the procesds:

of which were to be turned over to these
men who had so advanced their own money.
The bonds carried and were Issued in due
time and afterward sold to some bank that
subsequently assigned them to the defendant
in the present suilt.

For nine years Interest was pald, but
about that time the people dlscovered that
there Is no law for voting bonds to reim-
burse private citizens for money expended

in alding & rallroad company and also that

there was & legal defect in this, that certain
lands were taken into the corporate limits
of Nebraska City, the municipality agalnst
which the bonds were a ciaim, without pur-
sulng the course provided by the statutes
of the state. Some time ago the state courts
enjoined the collection of the interest upon
i the bonds and now it Is sought to have the
entire debt declared vold.

Army Headquarters Get Bome Fine
Bpecimens of the Obartographer's Art.

IGNORANCE OF PHILIPPINE TOPOGRAPHY

Little that is KKXnown of the Archipel-
ago Exhibited by the Lack of Ine-
formation on Military Chart—
Department of Missouri Notes.

Captaln Huicheson, adjutant general of
the Department of the Missourl, has a sec-
tional map of Cuba which Is believed to be
one of the finest ever Issued by the govern-
ment. 1t Is printed on cloth In Indelible
ink, and is intended for use in the flold. It
s rnnde in four sections, and the part con-

tainlng Bantiago province has been wet, as '

It saw service, but the print is as clear as
that on either of the other sections, which
has not bern used. The captain also has
& flue map of the Philippines, which has
been Issued by the goverument. I'he ap-
pearance of the islands as shown by the map
indlcates too plainly how lttle ts known of
the country. The interlor of the lslands,
other than the Luzon, are barren of any
marks to indicate habitation or civilization,
and Luzon does not make a much betier
showing. There are no streams or waler
courses of any character, yet It s known
there are wmlilions of people in the Iglands.
Captain Hutcheson says the Suly islands are
Inhabited by a nation of plrates, who have

EXPRESSION OF PUBLIC  SENTIMENT

Promoters Anxlous fo Learn Just to
What Exteant the Opposition or
Bupport of the Plan May Be
Relled Upen,

Two mass mestings have been called this
week the result of which will probably de-
termine whether the exposition project will
be pushed to completion or the buildings
and other property disposed of and removed.
The retallers of the clty will meet at the
Commerclal c¢lub Tuesday night and on
Wednesday evening the subscribers to the
stock of thoe enterprise will meet in tho
council chamber in the city hall. Pending
the expresslons of these meelings no fur-
ther actlon will be taken by the men who
are pushing the exposition,

One of the gontlemen who have been
prominent In the undertaking says that If
any covslderable opposition develops it is
felt that the Ildea should not be carried
further. But he suggests that the oplulon
of 10 per cent of the people cannot be con-
aidered an expression of publle sentiment.
It the opposition Is merely confined to a
few of the jobbers and some of the country
merchaots there is no reason why the un-
dertaking should not be consummated., But
it it 1s more general In [ts character, no
one Is disposed to carry It on in the face
of public sentiment,

The oplolon prevalls In some quarters
that the antugonlsm of the country mer-
chants to anolther exposition has been ex-
aggerated, A local exposition man, who re-
turoed BSunday from a trip during which
he visited Columbus, Grand Island and a
number of other Nebraska citlies, says that
he finds the sentiment among the retallers
pretty falrly divided, Some of them tlalk
agalnst the exposition on the ground that It
will divert some of thelr trade to Omaha es-
tablishments, but others declare that &

colonial exhibit will be an Immense benefit
to the state and that while It may result
in some slight loss of trade durlng the
summer, the eventual galn will more than
offset the temporary damage,

number who want to try the experiment
next summer. The applications for conces=
slons come to the cuslome house officials,
During the last few days a dozen merchants
of Ban Frannlsco, New York, Chicago, Den-
ver and Seattle have written to Customa
House Broker Fitch asking for terms and
prices of concesslons, Some of the appli-
cants express a desire to open atores on
the grounds, while others want to bring in
Chlness for the purpose of showing the
